gan to take upon him a Captain's Command, and 
appointed a Brigade to act in every Province, who 
were always to return (barring Accidents) four 
times a Year to their general Place of Rendezvous, 
and give an Account of their Succeſs, and as ſoon 
as the Booty was regularly divided, each Brigade 
was ordered: to exchange Poſts, 2nd to march out 
on Duty again. This was their conſtant Practice 
for ſome Years, by which Policy they kept them- 
ſelves concealed much longer than otherwiſe they 

would have done; Hawever, there was no Rob- 
bery committed any where at all in the Kingdom 
but was attributed to Captain O H——2, tho' it 
is probable he migbt be an hundred Miles diſtant

OH n that robbed you. By the Time the 


Fellow had deſcribed the Robber, 'and ſhewed the 


Road he took, Redmond's Company: came up, and 
they all went in purluit of the new; Rogue, whom 
they overtcok, with the Pedler's Box, under his 
Arm, and brought him back to the Pace where 
he committed the Robbery. He knew himſeſt 
guilty of the Fact, and returned the Pedler both 
his Maney. and Box, without waiting to be exa- 
mired, being no way acquainted. with Redmond or, 
any of his Party. Upon this Gaptain7O H 
laid, he would teach him to rob in Abi Name, and 
without his Licence or Permiſſion, and bound the 
Pedler under an Obligation to proſecute. the Fel- 


low at the enſuipg Aſbze, and then wrote a Mitti - 


mut, and ſent, the Criminal. with a proper Guard 
to the Goal of Armagh, The Pedler was ay good 
as his Word, and proſecuted him to the very. ut - 
moſt, upon which, the Fellow being found guilty, 
was accordingly executed: He was not altogether 
{o deſtitute of- Friends but that he had Counſel to. 
plead for him, who inſiſted very. much; upon the 
Error, in. Commitment,, add. prevailed ſo. far in

Redmond had a much greater Antipathy to the 
Engliſh than to the Scotch or 1rifh ; for he was al-

pat, which pleaſed Redmond ſo well that he be- 
ſtowed it to him, and five Pounds more, for ever. 
le was likewiſe very generous to a Soldier, if 
he met him alone, and underſtood the Art of Diſ- 
ſimulation, or diſguiſing himſelf, as well as any 
Man; ſometimes appearing like an Officer, ſome- 
times like a Country Gentleman, and ſometimes 


Pike a Footman, and could alter the Tone of his 
Voice at pleaſure; ſo that the Soldiers ſeldom 


new him, tho' he often gave them Money ta 
drink, unleſs he diſcovered bhimſelt. The Dalee 
of Ormoxd, in his Time, ordered out à ſmall par- 
ty of Horſe and Foot to purſue him, who beivg 
informed where he was, but not miſtruſting his 
Diſguiſe, went after him hot foot.

Some time after this, when the Soldiers in the 
Rarrack erected at Carradilvis had marched out of 
their Quarters, and treſh ones had ſupplicd their 
Reom, Redmond having contrived the Plot him- 
ſelf, took ont with him eighteen Men (amon 
whom were the aforeſaid Mac-tigh, Reily, Bernagh, 
Galhoge, Mos, O Neal and Kelly, all armed) and 
went in the Nigbt as privately as poſſible to the 
Barrack, in order ta be revenged of the Soldiers 
far the ſevere hunting he got ſome Time before 
that, when he made a very ſurprifing Eſcape. It 
ieems the Soldiers had no Suſpicion ef Captain O 
Borne ns Adventure, for they were all affcep, 
otherwiſe it appears to be very improbable how 
the Rapparees could open the Door and ſea] away 
eighteen 'Horles unknown to the Guard. Howe« 
ver, ſo it was, the eighteen O Hanlonians made 
off with eighteen Horſes, making no Delay till 
they came to Ballibey, about eight Miles diſtant 
from the Barrack, where then ſtood an old Ca- 
ſtle in a Valley, at the Foot of a great Hill: 
Here they alight to get ſome Provender for the 
Horſes, where I ſhall leave them a while, and re- 
turn to the Barrack, to obſerve how the Army 
behaved: | 1 

Ho the wes firſt diſcovered is not 
known, but this is Fact: Eighteen Horſemen, 
each with a Foot Soldier behind him, began the 
purſuit early in the Morning, and following the 
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Tracks of the Horſes, came within ſight of tbem 


about nine o' Clock in the Morning, in the Valley.  * 


Aas ſaid. As ſoon as Captain O H perceived- . 
the Purſuers, he marked out à Circle, and gave 
Orders to his Mea to draw the Horſes up into an 
Half moon, and prepare ſor a Battle. His Rea- ' 
ſan for marking out the Circle-was, that his Men 
might move the more regularly, and keep the 
Face. of the Half. moon fill towards his Enemy, 
every Man ſtanding cloſe to his Horſe, to prevent 
the Soldiers from firing; beczute they knew very 
well the Dragoons. did not purſue them weir an 
latent to kill, their own Horſes,” 

In this Poſture they. were jaſt by the Side of 2 
large Trench (over which it was impoſſi ble ſor a 
Horſe to paſs). Wben the Officer came within 
Shot; and tho he was a Man of Experience, yet · 
could not adventure with any Safety to fall. oa 
them. at once, which occaſioned a long Debate: 
aud at length Captain O I gave the. Officer 
a fair Challenge, either to decide the Matter by 
a Field Battle, or to give three Guineas à piece 
far the Harſes Z but the Offer was rejected, and 


ſeveral Stratagems were made uſe of by the Offi- | 


cer to break the Order of the Rapparees; which 
Redmond phtepvings and fearing that the Footmen 
would find a. Paſſage over the Trepch, and get 
behind him hile the reſt were before, be. thought 
proper to. 75 a more moderate Offer, which 
was to return. the, I Iorſes at a Guidea a. piece, 
and to be alloued the privilege of. marching oſt 
unmoleſted with his Gang; if this wers retuſed, 
he ſwore that every Man he had ſhould fire upon

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ſelves would eſcape afterwards, This audacious 
Challenge occaſioned a Coanci of War to be held, 
wherein it was concluded to give him the laſt 
mand, with privilege of _ an hundred Yards 
before a Soldier moved from his Place, to prevent 
the Loſs of Men and Horſes ; fo a Meſfenger was 

ſept with the Money, which, when Captain H 
hed received, he and his Men made Uſe of the 

privilege, and retired behind the Trench, which 

before was unperceived by the Officer, who other- 
wiſe, upon an earlier Diſcovery, might have made 
Redmond a Priſoner, tho“ not without runving a 
great Riſque, Thus this ſutprifing Adventure 
ended without ſtriking a Blow. 

This laſt Action of Redmond incenſed the Go- 
vernment to the higheſt Degree, and a freſh Pro- 
clamation was iffued out, offering a Reward of 
| 400/. or more for his Head, dead or alive, and 
491. apiece:for the eighteen Men that were with 
him. The Family af the Cootes at Coote Bill, were 
very active and iveceſsfol in taking his Comrades, 
as likewiſe the Family of the Fobn/ons of the Fes; 
and in a few Years the moſt of his chief Men were 
taken and executed, except the aforeſaid Reih. 
who had been ſo cloſely hunted by Eſq; Core, 
that he fled for his Life to France, where ſhortly 
after the lame Coote, being on his Fravels, and 
having killed a Man in 6ghting a Duel, contrary 
to the Laws of that Nation, Was tried and found 
guilty, Roily hearing that Coote was in — * of 
his Liſe, came to him, and aſtec letting him Know 
how often he had bunted him, told him be was 
then come to render Good for Evil; and accord- 
ng'y, with ſome Aﬀitance he reſcued him, and 
heiped him to malze his Eſcape to ſreland _

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When Coote got home he enquired for Reily's Fa- 
mily, and having found his Father only in the 
pa: {fon of a ſmall Potato-garden, one Cow, and 
a little Cabbin, on the Mountain, he made him 
a freehold Leaſe of a ſmall Piece of Land in the 
County of Monaghan, which the Reily's Family 
fill enjoy, and is now of conſiderable Value. 
Brien Kelly was the moſt active Servant that 
Redmond had, and merits a Place in Hiſtory (if a 
Rogue can have Merit) almoſt as well as his Ma- 
ſer, having been in Company with him in moſt 
of his daring Enterprizes, as well as in ſeveral 
more private ; but as the Particulars have not been 
told me, I ſhall only relate one, and let the reſt 
lie in Oblivion, While Redmond refided near Al. 
len, Kelly, with two or three green-horn Rappa - 
rees, beſet a Houſe in the County of Ki/Zare about 
ten o'Clock at Night, and having eafily found 
Means to convey themſelves into a Pig's-fty at one 
End of the Houſe, where there was a Hole made 
in the Wall, thro* which the Whey was ulually 
conveyed into the Swine-trough : The Servant 
Maid, who was a brave ſturdy Girl, had Occa-' 
fon to go into the Dairy with a Candle, and ob- 
ſerving that the Hole was grown ſomething wider 
than before, miſtruſted that all was not right: 
Upon this ſhe tobe up a large Cleaver, and put - 
ting out the Candle conveyed herfelf to the Side- 
of the Hole to watch, for a confiderable Time. 
When all was huſh'd, the Hands fel] to Work 
again to pick out the Stones of the Wall, and 
make the Hole wider, and preſently came in a 
Head and Shoulders, which the Girl perceived by

at Naxroiw-wafter, took ſome, Men and Arms with- 
him, and porſyed. him hot fogt almoſt all che Way. 
ta Car/ingford,. where, for fear that he ſhould get, 
and hide,,apd. ſo convey himſelf away by. Sea in 
the Night, his Paſſages were all intercepted, which 
Red and obſerving, he made up to. an Alchoule , 
by the River Side, at which Time it. happened 
there was no Boat near hand, nor Bridge within, 
a Mile and hall, of the Place. | By lome Rleans or, 
other old Jehnſen got Notice of it, and haſted to, 
the Place, n «4 thinking it poſſible for.

a famous Swimmer) and in a little Time he gained 
the Bank on the other Side of the River, then 
dreſſed himſelf, and fled directiy to the Iſland of 
Magee near Belfaff, where he lurked privately for 
a Year or more, till he thought the Country had 
forgot him, and then came up to the County of 
Armagh to make new Adventures, but did not 
reign long. 2 
He was now under more A pprehenſions of Dan. 
ger than ever, and appeared but ſeldom publickly 
abroad; yet, tho' he was ſomewhat advanced in 
Years, he fell deſparately in Love with an Inn. 
keeper's Daughter, a very beautiful young Wo- 
man, whom he had prevailed upon by Entreaties 
and valuable Gifts, after a long Soit, to yield to

| C APTAIN Pr was a younger Son of a 


worthy Gentleman, who had a good Free- 


: hold or Eftate at Xilvullan in the County of Corke; 


but haying entered into a Suit of Law, contrary 
to his elcer Brother's Advice, was caſt ; upon 
which 
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which he withdrew privately, and contemned all 
Proceedings at Law, till a Writ of Outlawry was 
iſſued out againſt him, ſo that he thought higgſelf 
not ſecure in any publick Place. There n 
ſome Difterence between him and his Brother 
before that, and being ſomewhat diſguſted, his 
high Spirit choſe to undertake any way of living 
rather than ſubmit to the Courteſy of Friends. 
He was at length prevailed upon to try his For- 
tune on the Highway, and had great Luck ; but 
was never oblerved to abuſe any Travellers, 
without they oppoſed him, nor ſeldom took any 
Thing from a poor Man, if he knew it. Some i 
Offers were made for granting him his Pardon, ſ 
yet he was afraid to come in, and continued ailfl } 
Surveyor of the high till his Death, | 

Atter his Refuſal of accepting the King's Par-W 
don, a Proclamation was iſſued out and a Reward 
oſtered for taking him; but he ſtill purſued his 
vſaal Courſes till his Character was thoroughly 
eljabliſhed. It once happened that an Enſign in 
Carte was informed that Capt. P— was drink- 
ing alone at an Inn, on the Road leading from 
Kilwaorth, and hearing that there was a Reward 
of forty Pounds offered for appreþending him, be 
went out with a File or two of Muſqueteers, who 
all entered the Houſe in the Evening, before Pr 
was aware. P——r was fitting in a Room or 
Parlour at the End'of the Houſe when the Officer 
came in, who enquired for him, and being told

We have but an imperte& Account of the reſt 
of the Actions of his Life: However, by all Re- 
ports, he was very generous to the Poor, and often 
told the Rich, that he took their Purſes to make 
a Diſtribution among ſuch as were in Want. He 
was at laſt betrayed, for a ſmall Reward by his 
Brother's Servant Maid,. who ſeeming to be his 
Erjend, ſat drinking with him at an Alehouſe near 

Corte, till ſhe got an Opportunity of pouring Wa- 
ter into the Pans of his Llanderbuſs and Piſtols, and 
then ſent priyately for the Guards, who ſurround- 
ed the Houſe and made him a Priſoner. He was 
taken to Corke bound, and being there tried and 
found guilty, was accordingly executed, much a- 
bout the Time that Redmond O H—1 came firſt in 
vogue. He was only dubbed a Captain, by rea- 
ſon of bis Exploits, by the reſt of his Society. 
At the Place of Execution he gave a very kind 

"Egution to all young Men, deſiring them to ſhun 
the Company of leud Women, It was by giving 
himſc]!' too much Indulgence with ſuch Cattle that 
he was prevented from accepting his Pardon, when 
offered, which at laſt brought him to that ignomi · 
nious Death.

Farcin was born; but his Parents were not ſo 
poor but they were able to bequeath him a pretty 
little Income at their Death. He was then about 
nineteen Years of Age when the Effects came into 
his Hands, which he made a ſhift to ſpend in the 
Company of pert Women and Gametters in leis 
than three; during which Time he was always 
a leading Man at Hurlings, Patrons and Matches 
of Foot-ball, and acquired ſuch Fame by his won- 
drous Activity, that no ſingle Perion dared to op- 
poſe him at any Exerciſe. He was accounted in 
his Time the ſtrongeſt Man in the Nation; he 
could hold an Handred Weight at Arm's Length 
in one Hand, and would m ee or nothing of 
twiſting a new Horſe-ſhoe round likea Gad; yet, 
notwithſtanding all his Actiyity he was ſoon redu- 
eed to Poverty, and fo, from one Step afier an- 
other, brought to the Gallows. Want of Precau- 
tion and Care in the Beginning, often lays Men 
under Difficulties they can never ſurmount; and 
Men that are bred up in Luxury and [dleneſs, ſel- 
dom ſettle themſelves rightly to Buſineſs ever af · 
ter.

Pedler, tho' but of ſmall account, who, 
with his Wife, was accuſtomed to travel to Fairs 
and Markets up and down the Country, in pre- 
tence of getting Bread ; but, as the Story goes, 
having learned all the Artifice of Canting, they 
got more by begging and cheating than by fair 
dea ing; and at length, by thieving and robbing, 
made a ſhift to obtain the Favour of an Hem 
Necklace, which eaſed them of all their Care, 
and was adminiſtered to them by their Son Dich, 
for robbing and murdering, in Manner following. 
Having caſt cheir Eyes upon a lane Houſe in the 
Country, wherein it waz reported the Owner kept 
a conſiderable Sum of Money, tbey had an itch- 
ng Deſire to be at it; and accordingly one Nighe, 
having laid their Scheme, (with their Son Dick, 
not above fifteen Years of Age, ayd. one more, 
who was to aſſiſt them) they entered, the Houſe 
by ſome Stratagem, and the Family being faſt 
aſleep, they thought it the ſafeſt Way to diſpatch 
them ; ſo beginning with the Servant. maids, they 
ut both their Throats with a Kniſe, then going 
. to 
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to the Servant-man, ſerv'd him the ame Way and 
alſo three Children, who lay in a Room ad, ofbing 
laſtly; proceeEng to the Apartment Wtbe 
Maſter and Miſtreſs lay, they thought it would 
be convenient to make them confeſs where. their 
Treaſure lay; and conſulung what Method to 
take tor-that-purpoſe, it was reſolved to put the 
Man to the Torture ; but his Anſwers not ſatisfy. 
10 the Robhers, they diſpatched them both, and 
fell to plundering the Houſe. When they had 
gathered together all the Booty they could find in 
the Houſe they marched oft ; but as it commonly 
bappens that Murder is found out by one Mean 
or other, ſo this was happily diſcovered by the 
Murderers difagreeiog among themfelves about di.

executing his Father and Mother, Tt was Dich 
Comfort, When they came to the Gallows, to 
bear them ſay before all the good Company, That 
they had rather be hanged by their Son than any Be. 
dy elſe, becauſe they made no doubt but he would uſi 
Mem as hindly as be expect d. ſportiy to be uſedbim- 
elf 3 which being the dying Words of his Parent: 
made him very careful. to. tie the Ends of the Rope 
_ faſt, to diſpach them the more ſpeedily and ſurely. 
Dick having ſeen, the Exit of his Parents, was 
very much diiceuraged, for a While, from 
following their Practices, and propoſed. going 
to Service for an honeſt Livelihood; but no b 
being willing to receive him on account ot

Straw, where there was a Commu- 
nication made under Ground between the Houſe 
and the Barn: In the mean while, Dick was fo 
well fixed in his Fortifications,. that he might 
have ſhot ten Men without receiving any Harm.

N the Borders of Sl:yb/oom Mountains, in 
the Queen 4 County, lies a ſmall Country 
called Upperweeds, inhabited by ſeveral Irifs Fa- 
milies, among whom the Delanys are not the leaſt 
numerous. This Family being related to ſome 
reputable Gentlemen in the County, of the ſame 
Name, took Occaſion from thence to think them- 
ſelves more ſecure from Danger, at the Time 
of Proſecution, than their Neighbours, becauſe 
Intereſt had been made by ſome of the Gentle-

geivers, and mangged®his Affairs after a very cun- 
ning Manner, A Neighbour of his, who had 
either Wife nor Child, held by Leaſe a ſmall 


Piece of Land*sdjoinigg to Peter, and being accy- 
fed of the like Pen fled to the Count 1 and 


kept in ſome remote Parts of Connaught : Doring 
- his Abfence, Care was taken by his Friends that 
the Rent ſhould be duly paid and Receipts taken, 
that the Property ſhould be preſerved and Poſſeſ 
ſion maintained. Now when any Cattle were 
conveyed to Reter, which they thought would be 

urſued, they were always driven on this abſent 
Neighbour's Ground, by which Means, if any 
of them were found (as it often happened) it could 
vever be rightly proved in whoſe Cuſtady they 
were got.

Daniel was put to School in his Youth, 
till he obtained the Reputation of a good Scholar, 
but, not being fond of going abroad to finiſh bis 
Studies, chole to ſtay at-home and lead the Life 


of bis Brother, rather than be put into Orders (for | 


he was intended for a Prieſt.) When he arrived 
to Man's Eftate, he was too ealily drawn in to be 
Clark and Regiſter to his Brother Cabier, who 
could neither read nor write, and at length, by 
following his Pattern, was brought to the © lows 
and executed along with him in Auguſt 17 35.

By this Time Charles had picked. up ſufficient 
Acquaintance in moſt Parts of the Kingdom, for 
putting his Deſigns in Execution. He fixed five 
or ſix of his own. Relations in Upjer Ormond and 
' Offery,. and as many in the Counties of Leitrim, 
Morng han and Derry, befides a vaſt Number of 
Receivers and Afiftiants in almoſt every Hole aud 
 Corner.in the Country ; fo that nothing went a 
miſe with bim. He had likewiſe never lefs than. 
four Apprentices at à Time, who were 2 
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Id for the Term of ſeven Years, and paid a 
pretty round Sum of Money for learning his Art 


and ery, in which he had ſuch great Skill, 


that Boys were. ſent to him all the Way from the 
County of Kerry to be bound, Perhaps he was 
the firit Iris Rogue that ever thought of ſuch a 
Stracagem ; for had he taken a thouſand Pounds 
for teaching a Boy to catch or dis figure a Horſe 
or a Cow only, I queſtion whether he could be 
hanged by our Laws for it ; and, by the Sequel, 
we may obſerve, that he always acted in tuch a 
Manner as to be capable of evading the Force of 
the Law, if poſſible, tho“ he was as great a Rogue 
as has been hanged. 

He had, beſides his Satyrs, Receivers and Ap- 
prentices, a Number of Spies and Setters, whoſe 
Buſineſs only was to make Obſervations, and give 
Notice what Cattle (and where they) might be 
moſt ſafely conveyed away ; and theſe had na 
Communication with the Satyrs or Drivers them · 
ſelves, Whenever ſuch Notice was given to 
Charlts, an Expreſs was immediately diſpatched 
to ſome one or more of the Setyrs, with a De- 
ſcription of ſuch Beaſt or Beafts,, which, without 
any more Words, was ſufficient to be underſlood. 
By ſuch Means as this, the downright Thievery 
could never be proved on Charles, tho? every Bo: 
dy knew he was Receiver General, and that his 
Servants were all paid by the Piece, ſo much a 
Beaſt, for officiating ; but how Daniel kept, his 
Accounts is a Secret. | | 

He had private Places for hiding ſtolen Cattle of 
all Kinds in, and at any Time, when he thought 


191k would order ſuch Horſes as came rom 


in er Side, or Mun/ier, down to. his Correſpon-

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them from Derry, Newry or Donaghadee to Stet. 
land, or otherwiſe ſwap them off in Fairs ſell 
them. Such Horſes as his Correſpondents got in 
Exchange, they made no Scruple of ſelling pub. 
lickly, - becauſe they could prove the getting of 
them 3 but thoſe that were ſtolen in the North 
were commonly {ent to different Hands, and diſ. 
poſed of in Upper Ormond, Oſſery, or in Munfler. 
To ſatisfy the Reader's Curiofity, I ſhall rehearſe 
one Story, being Part of the Confeſſion of one of 


his Confederates, while he lay in Confinement, 
before he was executed in Kilkexny, which will 


give a more particular Account of his Management 
than the foregoing. 

He confeſſed to the People who came to ſee 
him, that one of Char/e,* Setters came to him by 
Night where he lived, and told bim there were 
three Horſes in'a Park near Clonega/, one was 
black, with a Star and one white Foot, another a 
bay Gelding that padded, and the third a white 
Pad, with his Mane and Tail cut cloſe: He ſaid 
he underſtood the Meſſenger's Meaning very well, 
and accordingly conveyed the three Horſes down 
to G/enmatier in to Nights after, At er that he 
was pitched upon as the moſt proper Perſon for 
diſpoſing of them, and purſuant to his Orders, 
took them down to the County of Monagbon; but 
as the white Horſe was ſo very remarkable, they 
ſtained him all over of a Fleſh-colour Red, in or- 
der to diſguiſe him, which was done with Brazil 
let and Allum boiled in Water; but this Colcur 
was {con waſhed off. This Fellow was nat ſo 
much as known in that Country, ſo by the Aflſt< 
ance of ſome of his Brother Receivers, he put off

' Some Time after, this Owner was 1iding to the

that he bred him, and that he had been miſſing all 
the While the other had him, got the better of the 
Diſpute, and took his Horfe home agun.

Much about this Time he was in his Prime, and 
kept a Place much like an Office of Intelligence, 
where his Brother Daniel was Regiſter, who kept 
an Account not only of their Correſpondents and 
Places of Abode, but likewiſe how, and for what 
every Beaſt was diſpoſed of: By this Means they 
were able to anſwer all fuch Perſons as came in 

purſuit of Cattle: It they were to be had at all, 

he generally demanded a Fee in Hand, for putting 
the Owner in a Way of getting his Beaſt, which' 
Fee was always proportioned according to the 
Beaſt's Value, or the Difficoliy that might attend 
the Recovery of it;? and if ie happened that the” 
Beaſt could not be procured with any Safety, he 
was to return ſuch a Part of his Fee as was agreed 

on before. hand, which he feldom-refvſed. Now 
we muft obſerve, that Cabier never delivered to 
the Owner any Beaſt that had been ſtolen; all that 
he did was to direct him to go where he might find 

ſuch an one; and this Stratagem was to pre vent 

home Proof being given againſt him. Neverthe- 

leſs be had the Misfortune to be bit even in this 

Reſpect, and catched in ſuch a Trap that it coſt 

him a Summer's Work to get looſe. This was in

them. The Gentleman managed ſo craftily, that 
he took up one of the Perſons in whoſe Cultody 
the Cattle were found, and this Perſon having ac- 
cuſed Cabier, Cabier was taken and put into Naa: 
Gaol, where, on purpoſe to ſave his own Neck, 
he turned Evidence for the King, and impeached 
fix or ſeven People in that County, Who bear- 
ing of it fled the Country. Cabier told the Judges. 
that he could do the Country a vaſt deal ot Ser- 
dice, that he could inform againſt Rogues in 
every County in the Province, and wag willing to 
do it, to bring them to Juſtice. I be Judges were 
tty well informed of his. Capacity of doing io, 
= not imagining that. he. was. a forſworn Rogue, 
they took him thro' the Circuit, to Philipſloaun, 
Marborough, Carloe, Kilkenny, Wexford, and 
Wicklow, expecting to benefit the Country, by.

nea for [nformatjon Money. Charles, was then,, 
near the Windmill, at- a. very By-place, yet, tho“ 
the Fellow was brought to him. by Night, and, 
through the moſt crooked Paths, be began to 
ſuſpect that the Man had ſomething. more in bis, 
Head than Lice, and was.reſalved to put bim in- 
to the high Road as privately as he came, leſt he, 
Mould come as 4a 8 py e gainſt bim another Time.

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Atſter he had reprimanded his Accomplige 
truding ſuch a Fellow on him without previous 
Notice, the two Horſes were ſent for, an ad

there was good Graſs, he took the Sack off the 


Horſe, the Gag out of the Fellow's Mouth, teth- 
thered both Horſes; and made off himſ:lt, The 


Fellow had no other Way left to relieve himſelf 


than by calling out to Paſſengers, which he did 
very powerfully, but found no Relief till about 
nine o'Clock. When he was releaſtd, he catch'd 
his Horfes and made the beſt of bis Way home, 
for fear of meeting with a ſecond Diſaſter. 
Charles was ſhortly after indicted tor ſeveral 


Facts, and committed to Maryborough Gaol with 


his Comrade Fack ; but their Landlord, who per- 
haps was afraid of loſing ſome Arrears if he loſt his 
Tenant, made ſuch Intereſt, and obtained ſo fair a 
Character for him, that he was acquitted for that 

Time, and his Brother alſo, tho' ir was very well

liztle Time after the ſaid Landlord, to 
— {ure of his Rent, ſeized on Cabier's Effects, 
and turned him off his Land. This put him to 
his Wits End to meditate Revenge, which he 
thought he could bring about no better Way than. 
by accuſing bim, and bringing him in as a Party 
cohcerned along with him. 

His former Landlord bad converted a large 
Vault that lay under an old Caſtle into a Stable, 
which was large enough to hold ſeveral Horſes ; 
jn this Stahle, and in a Wood near to it (which 
fome People ſay Charles did only thro* Deſign) 
Cabier, when he had Occaſion; had Leave to 
put ſome of his Horſes ; and this was Foundation 
enough for him to ground an Aecuſation upon: 
Nay, he made Preparations for giving in Exami- 
nations, and the w hole Country had it by the End, 
that the ſaid Gentleman was one of the Managers 
in the Confederacy. -. 

Mr. G. the faid Gendeman, who was up- 
on ſetting up for a Jaitice, being irritared againſt 
Charles, had Examinations given againſt him, 
and, aſter a very difficalt Porſait, Cahier was ta- 
ken and committed to Naas Gaol; in Nowe i 
1734, Where he remained till the March Affizes 
following, from whenes he was tran 10 
Maryborough, in order to be tried. WhileheWvas 
purſued be ſwam ſeveral timeg/actoſs the Barrow 
tho“ the Flood was great, ang his {aid Landlord's 
Men followed him with as much Reſolution, tiff

to put off his owa Trial, and told his Stories ſo 
plauſibly, that ſeveral Gentlemen in the Country 
took his Part, and the Gentleman was tried; and 
were it not for the Intereſt of ſame leading Men 
in the County, it is to be feared he might have 
"ſuffered. It was with ſome Difficulty that his 
Trial was put off till Auga/? Aſſizes, tho' Cabie- 
was the only Evidence again him: But ſome o- 
thers whom Charles acculed were tied up by the 
Neck, particularly one Hickey, who owned that he 
had often tranſgreſſed, but denied the Facts where. 
of he was then accuſed ar the Gallows. 

We muſt now paſs on to Cabier's Trial at Mas 
ryborough, in Augu# 1735. He was firſt brought 
to the Bar, and then ordered to hold up his Hand, 
which he did pretty quietly, Time after Time, 
till above thirty Indiftments were read agaiaſt 
him : Then the Judge ſaid, Guilty or not guilty ; 
but Cabier {ſeemed not to underſtand one Word of 
Englifþ, till one behind him bid him in Irzſb to au- 
ſwer ; then he turned about and aſked the other, 


in the ſame Language what he ſhould ſay; Why, 


ſafs he, ſay Neel me dheer (i.e. Nat guilty.) The 
Judge then told him he would make him find 


good Engli> ſhortly ;. and proceeding on, aſked 


him how he would be tried; but ſtill no Fg 
from Charles, who only aſked one that ſtood by, 


in 1ri, what the Judge ſaid. But the Judge was | 


reſolved not to be trifled with, ſo after much to 
do he was taught to ſay, Py Cod and my Guntret- 
At length the firſt Evidence was produced, and 
. then à ſecond, and a third, Ic. but ſtill — 
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Prom Demp/y, till one Fellow from the 
Nörch :ame up, who ſwore very home againit 
a Cow z then, all at once, he cried in 
z Paſſion, That's a Murder, my Lord, be does not 
know me at all ; bes a lying Rogue, for 1 bad that 
Cow wid my helf ever ; ſhe was oa upon my 
own Ground, my Broder here knows it. Ab, ſays 
the Judge, ye and your Brother mmm 

His Trial laſted above twelve Hours; for tho 
there were ſo many Evidences againſt him, and even 
the Man that had loſt his Tongue, yet not above 
two, without other Circumſtances, would have 
«hanged him. He ſpoke broken Engi;/ all along 
after, and pleaded very artfully, particularly a- 
gainſt the ſaid Gentleman, who was one of the 
chief Evidences againſt him. He always contra- 
dicted him, and ſtill would ſay to the Judge, that 
the ſaid Evidence was the greater Rogue of the 
two. But all did not ſave bim, he received Sen- 
tence of Death, and was executed in Auguſt 1735. 
As he paſſed from the Gaol to the Gallows, he 
minded nothing but diſcourſing with the People 
who came to enquire of him about Cattle that 
had been ſtolen from them: To ſome he gave ſa - 
tisfaftory Anſwers, and directed them where to 
ſeek; to others he made none. On the Ladder 
he continued the like Diſcourſe till it was turned 
and even then he was fo loth to die, that he caught 


| hold of it as it turned, and held fall, till the Sheriff 


obliged him to quit his Grip, by pounding his 
Knuckles with the Butt end of his Whip. Thus 
he went out of the World without clearing any one 
that he had accuſed, and died, according to the 
Belief of every Body, a hardened Villain.

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His Brother Daniel, who was Wis 
the like * and executed along wich him, 
haved in a quite different Manner; he qtinued 
reading his Way to Heaven very devoutly in a 
Manual, from the Gaol to the Gallows, and had 
repeated 4 great Number ot Prayers before the 
Ladder was turned.
